Hy such a combination, a 
Constitutional form of Government would be in,- 
slilati d; one possessing sufficient responsibility, 
and at the same time suited to present require- 
ments, with the advantage of being free hum the 
vice of being Ihe cause of creat, ng a race of politi- 
cal patriots, fur the sake of the profits to be de- 
rived therefrom, 

The Heads of Departments being the Intelligent 
physical forces fOr'carrying out the behests of the 
Government, shnuld retain their various offices. 
Theoceasional bringing into contact those Heads, 
and evoking 'he intellectual forces therefrom, could 
net be otherwise than beneficial, for various pur 
poses. Kx in pay could scarcely be asked for the

In country undergoing a constantly advancing 
trai .itluii, there can neither be perfection no, 
iii iliiv in legislation.

The qualification of Electors, although suitei' 
to the day of iu birth, requires amendment. 
Representation should be contingent upon taxa- 
lion, nnd coincident therewith. T hose only who 
contribute towards the revenue should hnve a 
on"' in Iho expenditure of that fund. 

To esli ml lite suffrage to us many as possible, 
taxation should be hi ought to bear upon ns great 
a number. It would not bo repugnant to su h a 
sol erne lu allow, under certain restrictions, resi 
don's to enjoy the privilege of being placed upon 
the Regis cr, mi '.lie payment of certain noes per 
head, I'hoso possessing incomes from sources 
other ll. ,n those already assessed, ouy.ht to enn 
tribute towards ihe support of the Government of 
which they receive the bent lit. It m ed hardly be 
said, that such a system would amalgamate with 
the polity ol fiei trade and direct taxation. By

N OMINATION OF THE CANDIDATES 



In accordance with the official notice, the 
Sherifl proceeded to hold a meeting y est or- 
ci ay at LI o'clock, i. K., in the old lott yard, 
for the purpose ot receiving the Domination 
of tho several candidates lor this city. The 
Sheriff, with the oumli dates and thei' friends, 
occupied the vorand.ih in the rear of the old 
fort building en the corner of Government and 
Fort streets, inn electors being assembled in 
the open space below. The Sheriff having 
road his Excellency's I'rnelamatinn, the oath 
was administered to him by three of the elec 
tors, and he then called upon tho electors to 
propose their candidates. The mode of pro- 
cedure was, that each candidate should he 
formally proposed and seconded : alter which 
they should address the electors. The SheriS 
had hardly resumed his scat when " P. M," 
John Hulls, who appeared on horseback on 
the occasion, caused a laugh by proposing 
.Mr. d. C. Ridge ns n fit ami proper person, 
Ssc. John's motion was disregarded, how- 
ever, and Mr. VV, A. Cooper, merchant, pro- 
po«ed Mr, J. C. Ridge as a fit and proper 
p r oo lo represent the City of Victoria in the 
II u«e of Assembly. .Mr. Cooper said that 
ids Worship 'he .Mayor was to have proposed 
Mr. Hi Ige, but in his absence the duty had I 
fallen on him. They had heard Mr. Ridge's 
speech, and knew his views ; they would And 
him u good and true man, and n proper per- 
son tn represent them. Mr. Robert Bishop, 
in a few pointed remarks, seconded the nonii- 1 
nation. 

After some little delay, during which the 
redoubtable John Butts again distinguished 
himself by proposing the candidate — this time 
descending fruiu his horse and mounting the 
steps of the platform,

tut've. lor the city. Cant. Ruid said that Mr.

Iris political views were well known 
and secured the implicit confidence of the 
electors. Councillor Sironuch. in seconding 
i tie uominnlipn, said that Mr. DeCoamos had 
always fought nobly and manfully for the 
lights of the people, lie had bcea assailed 
and maligned by interested parlies, and espe- 
cially by those in the same business as him- 
self, But so far as the Chronicle's opposition 
was concerned, if Mr. DeCosmoa hud agreed 
to a certain proposition made to him by ihe 
Chronicle iviihiii the Ust few days, they would 
l.ure given him their entire support. The 
(tiled .rs all knew Mr. DeCosmos .veil, am] hu 
i Mr. Stronachj believed that they would 
.-bow tbsir confidence in him by placing him 
at the head of ihe poll. 

Mr. Semm Franklin was next proposed by 
Dr. I' clcsou, as a lit anil proper person to 
represent the electors in the Hoose. He hail 
known .Mr. Franklin for four years, und had 
carefully observed his course ; he defended 
Mr. Franklin in his acts in ihe last Homo, 
.and pronounced him faithM and correct in 
.carrying out his principles, and punctual in 
Ids attendance at tha House. He also referred 
lo Me. Franklin's action on the colored ipies 
two, and justified him in Ihe course he hud 
pursued. He had a large stake in the coun- 
try, which was more than many of those who 
came forward could say. f A voice — you talk 
.as if Franklin had been a formally elected 
member of the last House, — he never a.ii 
properly elected). Mr. E. Hi Jackson second- 
ed the nomination. 

Mr. A. G, Vol-.ni; was nominated in a few 
words by Mr. J. J. Cochrane. Mr. Coch- 
rane said that the electors had read Mr. 
Voung's address, and heard his speech, and 
knew his politioal .sentiments. He referred 
to the necessity of having the Colonial Sec 
iu the Houso to answer questions and afford 
information to the martinets. 

Mr. Kenneth MeK.cn/iosecondedthe nom- 
ination. Mr. J. U. Pidwellwns proposed by j 
Cupt. Jeffrey, as n suitable person to repre- 
sent the City. He said that Mr Pidwcll 
was ail old and well known resident, and 
had always been a consistent advocate of 
good measures. Mr. PidWell had a largo 
Jamilr, and many strong ties in the City, and 
all Id's interests were identified in its pros- 
perity. 

Mr. Stronach seconded the nomination, 
apologising foi appearirg a second time be- 
fore tlie electors, but the gentleman who was 
to have seconded the proposition was a!i*out. 

Dr. J. W. Po«BUi was proposed by Mr. J. 
J. Southgate, as a candidate lor the repre- 
sentation of tin: City. Mr. Southgato said 
that although f»r. Powell was almo-t a com- 
plete stranger here, he was known to a [Treat 
number of tho electors, and that '• he was , 
the right man in ihe right place." The 
nomination was seconded by Councillor 
Searbv, in a few pointed remarks. Mr. S 
said (hat Dr. Powell posscssad the main 
qualifications for a jxood membsr— a clear 
!iead and an honest heart ; although ihe Dr. 
w u s comparatively a stranger to many, ho 
knew him well, and a more honest md straight- 
forward man could not be found, Much had 
been raid about " measures, not men,'' beinjl 
the p.oper principle, but we wanted good 
men— men who had intelligence to under 
stand what was warned, und influence to 
carry their measure through tho bouse. 

Mr. A. J. Welch was proposed by f.'oun- 
'•illor Copland, in a few words. He would 
not make a speech, but would let the elec- 
tors hear Mr. Welch.* views from his own 
tnonlh. The nomination was seconded by 
Mr. Luyzoll, who said that he did not know 
Mr. Welch, except by sight, but as there was 
no one else to do it, he ii (I b.^en asked to 
second the proposition. [Laughter.] 

The nomination having ended, the Sheriff 
called up in Mr. Ilidgo to address the ejectors. 

Mr. Ridite on coming forward was Well re- 
ceived. He referred to the many important 
measure* whicli would probably come before 
the House oi Assembly durins; the nexr. ses- 
•ion, it might therefore appear presumptions 
or his part to ask tbejr suffrages, but lie could 
itssure the electors that if returned, he would 
always endeavor to devote alJ hit powers and 
energies to the faithful and honest fulfilment 
of the trust reposed in him. Ho darned 
•being a government candidate, or belonging 
to any sect or party, ho would go, if elected, 
unfettered into the House. He would not. at 
ttie same time, oppose the government for 
Iho rak j of opposition, (cheers.) but would 
always lend his support to u:ry measure, which 
iu his judgment was conductive to tho welfare 
of tho people and the country. The firo bri- 
gade was an important matter for coniidera- 
iion, Ibey were an uciive and patriotic* body, 
and be certainly thought they were entilied to 
exemption fromjuries The incorporation Act 
was also an impnrt'Mtgaestion. He would be 
in favor ot altering and amending tho act, 
giving the Corporation more powers. Ho 
would advocate taxation wit'i equality und 
justice, and would give his most earnest con- 
iiideration to that subject. With respect to 
lite law. he was of opinion that there was 
-reat necessity lor amendment. Every man 
who came hire and settled in the country, iu 
.his opinion, should be accorded the same 
lights and privileges in our law courts, as he 
enjoyed iu tho colony he came from, lie 
was'in favor of repealing the Stamp Ac!, pas- 
sed last session. 

In concluding Mr. Ridge said: 
He would ask them lo come forward and | 
record their votes tomorrow for — (J. Butts) 
"J, C. Ridge," exactly! and if be failed to 
fulfil the trust reposed in him, he would ai 
at y time be willing to return it to them, 
((applause.) 

In answer to questions from votors, he 
said. He would have great satisfaction in 
promoting ihe establishment of minor courts, 
(no one felt tho want ol it more than he.) 
I Laughter.] As to law court*, he would 
cheapen law costs, and cheapen lawyers too. 
j Laughter.] As lo taxation, ho thought tax 
ulioa to a certain extent was neeeasary, but 
he would oppose inquisitorial taxation. 

Mr. Ridge then retired, having mot (villi a 
very gratifying reception from the aiscm- 
b o.l elector. 

Mr. DeCosmos was next called forward and 
w is received by t electors with loud cheers. 
H i said he had been asked whether it was 
true trial he was resolved lo retire from tho 
election. The answer to the (a so slalemeiit 
pit lorwir-l by two papers was, that he slood 
before thou as a candidate, having been 
nominated and seconded by two well known
